They have eisht Letters to date, All f/upe are extremely po- 
lite, no pressures ls ever brought to bear, I nave often sent Christmas cards to the 
Manager, CH and PD of a station, with a PP card, and stating that "it would be a very 
happy Christmas if I got it back, signed”. Cometimes it works, too. Point -+2, out of 
these ec veries, four of them state that they never received previous reports. And 
one of them was written to Bix times, Some of this may be & smoke screen an. others 
Are sincere. I have also wtten letters from CEs saying "how many veries do you want; 
I’ve sent you three alreacy." I have kad many letters to other people included in my 
maii and three years ago, i had over 60 vards dumped in here thab went to eignt dif- 
ferent neighbors, When Don Wheatly came to WJOY he found many reports filed away, un- 
answared, In fant, the situation was so bad many years ago that I used to monitor 
their f/es and reports were sent to me.
